Will Run Boats From Tulsa. 
Tulsa Okla., Sept. 21.—Determined 
that Tulsa shall enjoy the benefits 
of “ water rates” on the five rail­ 
roads entering this city, the shippers 
through L. J. F. Rooney, chairm an 
of the waterways committee of the 
Commercial Club, and J. F. Kirkpat­ 
rick, a wealthy and public 
spirited 
citizen, have decided to carry out a 
novel scheme of forcing these low 
rates into effect. 
They propose to build a boat of 
sufficient capacity and durability to 
make trips from Tulsa down the Ark 
ansas and 'Mississippi rivers to New 
Orleans this fall, carrying a heavy 
cargo of crude oil, cotton, corn, coal 
building stone, live stock and other 
resources of this section. 
Muskogee proved two 
years 
ago 
that the Arkansas river is navigable 
up to that point, and it would real­ 
ly only be necessary for Tulsa to 
prove it navigable from Muskogee to 
Tulsa, a distance of some fifty miles. 
However, the Tulsa boat will not end 
its voyage at its neighboring town 
but will continue on down the gulf, 
dem onstrating 
river 
navigation, 
throughout its entire length. 
It is further .proposed to operate 
this boat several 
trips 
during 
the 
coming winter and spring. The m elt­ 
ing snows in the m ountains at head­ 
water and the heavy spring rains 
will keep the stage of the river on 
a gradual raise for that period of 
time, and the running of the craft 
will prove the Arkansas river nav­ 
igable to Tulsa at least six months

CHOCTAWS WO CLD WIND 
IT THEIR AFFA I Its 
Atoka, Ok., Sept. 21.—Request has 
gone to Washington from Gov. 4.ocke 
jot the ( hoc taw Indian tribe for au­ 
thority to hold the annual session of 
the Choctaw Council for the purpose 
of making 
appropriations, 
passing 
memorials will be one, as usual, urg­ 
ing that affairs of the tribe be term­ 
inated, and 
the coal 
and 
asphalt 
lands be disposed of. 13oth Choctaws 
and 
Chickasaws 
have 
repeatedly 
gone on record for 
entire 
sale 
of 
property, and insisting that the sur­ 
face and the minerals be sold togeth­ 
er, or disposed of at the same time. 
These Indians are not interested in 
the federal government’s theories, 
as to conservation, and esepcially, to 
quote the leaders, when the Indian is 
being made to stand the expense of 
the demonstration. That was very 
clearly brought out at the hearing 
conducted by a committee from the 
house of representatives -here two 
years ago. 
The Interior 'Department has 
re­ 
quested the tribe to give some ex­ 
pressions 
regarding 
the 
Indian 
‘schools, and whether the tribe fav­ 
ors setting aside a per cent of the 
general fund, 
when 
the 
property 
holdings are disposed of, to main­ 
tain the national schools for educa­ 
tion for the full bloods. Opinion is 
divided upon the question, and the 
legislature will probably 
send 
the 
[question back to the interior depart­ 
ment with request to do as it thinks 
best. According to one of the best 
leaders, an 
element 
believes 
that 
since the Indian is a citizen in ev­ 
ery respect until it arrives at hand­ 
ling his own 
property, 
the 
state 
should educate 
full-blood 
children 
out of the general state school fund. 
Another element regards the question 


I of more importance to the tribe, and 
feels that the individual portion of 
the tribal funds for the purposes re­ 
ferred to would be small, and well 
spent. Back in the Choctaw’ hills are 
many full-blood families who would 
not send their children to a mixed or 
state school, chiefly because they fear 
and do not understand the purposes. 
By maintaining the national institu­ 
tions this element w’ould be given ad­ 
vantages of schooling.
